They refuse to 
be examined, except in private. Instead of a 
personal, thorough examination, one answers 
questions for the reat. What a farce those ex-

‘The same genius of organization 
and spirit in the Catholic church which unites 
it with the State in anhappy, down-trodden and

And with them, it isa small thiug for votes, to 
pay away all the interests of public education. 
America tolerates that Jesuitism which even 
Spain cust out, simply because it can be made 
to political ends. ‘The Catho- 
lic church thus in this Protestant land of ours, a 
land whose first infant cry was a protest against 
usurpation, receives church immunities and un. 
lawful patronage which no branch of the Prot- 
estaut church would have the face to ask. 
must bend down to itself every gold-bearing 
branch of the tree of liberty ; while at the roots 
it is working to poison that tree and wither its 
glad, green foliage. We invoke not the strength 
of the State aguinst any religious sect. Let 
only the weapons of free words fight che battles 
of religion. Yet if political Jesuitism Jend it-

Delicacy in Journalism. 


A writer in the Times and Transcript com- 
plains because the press of San Francisco gave 
currency to the fact of the existence and ihe 
name of a person called Belle Cora; as if the 
mention of sucha person was calculated to have a 
demoralizing effect. LEveu family papers and 
those of the religious sort are held to be guilty 
in this respect. ‘The report that such a woman 
was the origin of the difficulty which resulted in 
the death of Col. Richardson may be am error, 
or a fabrication. If so it is a subject of correc- 
| tion. If not it is both fit and the duty of the 
press to report it. It is not so much on the 
ground of its incorrectness that the writer ob- 
jects to the currency of the report, but to its un- 
fitness for public journals, The public would not 
otherwise have known of the existence of such a 
woman us Belle Cora, Not twenty reapeetable 
women, it is said, probably knew it before. 

There ‘is not a respectable woman knew 
before that there are sad and degraded ones of 
their own sex in this city. ‘They may not have 
known before that such were to be found in the 
+ theatre at their side, and they may not have 
kuown before that in public places themselves 
and their protectors may be brought into uncom- 
fortable and dangerous‘contact with them. But 
it will not harm them to know this. It will not 
harm them to know that private boxes in the 
theatre are held and paid for at high rates night- 
ly, by these fallen beings who flaunt the robes of 
shame, the price of infamy and sorrow. — Child- 
ren may not have known of Belle Cora. But it 


nection with its very common consequence of ex- 
posure and shame aud blood, as to see alone ‘he 
alluring hues and drapery of sin. None are ig- 
norant that these evils exist. None should be 
ignorant of their connection with the crimes and 
misery with which they co-exist. Not to show 
these facts of retribution is to permit men to 
witness, in a play, a profligate’s career, suppress- 
ing the facts which the human mind requires for 
completeness, the sorrows with which such a life 
is beset. Here is the very thing which should be 
published if it be true; the very thing that men 
should dwell upon: that depravity is the insti- 
gator of crime, that murder is a part of the fell 
stream that flows from impurity. With this 
part of the article, we cannot therefore agree.— 
Nor again are the efforts of the press to bring to 
light and remove the abominationsof the city, cen- 
surable but only commendable. If the officers 
who are appointed for the very purpose, would 
quietly and faithfully perform their duty in re- 
moving nuisances and causing ‘vice to withdraw 
itself iuto darkness, then there would be no occa- 
sion for these exposures of. the press. But so 
long as they do not, so long as they encourage 
the vile to hold their court in’ the highways of 
the city and to insult the passers by, then the 
press is the proper medium of complaint both 
against these evils and those scarcely less endura- 
bie, such unworthy officers of the law as have 
their sympathies rather with the beings against 
whom the complaint is made. All honor to the 
papers that have taken up a war of extermina- 
tion against evil in high places or in low. 

There are crrors of the press against which 
some parts of the article in question are justly 
directed, Reports that are made cither to make 
out an item, or to, gratify a vulgar or diseased 
curiosity, and pot to answer any end of justicesor 
reform, ought never to have a place in a respect- 
able journal. Such are picked up in the street 
or in the court room. The minds of readers ought 
not to be familiarized to such things. They are 
as injurious to public healthiness, as the exposure 
of the filth of the dissector’s room would be, 
thrown down in public places. The same thing 
may be said with almost equal force, against 
those advertisemcats which tell of “indulgences” 
that may be purchased. Here is a field for “Mor- 
alist;” and he need not go far from the paper 
in which be is writing ,to find in this respect fit 
subject for his moralizing; and he can scarcely 
go amiss among the papers of the city. We 
hope that he will here exercise himself.

The Manifestation of the Allies. 

The countrymen of F the allied armies before 
Sebastopol, celebrated in San Franeisco on 
Monday last, the recent vietory of theallies. The 
day was bright and beautiful. Early in the 
morning the streets towards South Park began 
to be thronged. The procession, preceded by a 
band of music, formed on Market street, at ten 
o'clock, and moved to Rincon point. A spa 
cious banqtet had been prepared in a pavilion 
240 feet in length and 100 feet in breadth, and 
which was capable of seating at the tables about 
2,500 “persons. ‘The frovt of the pavilion was 
beautifully and tastefully decorated with the 
national arms of France and England, and alle- 
gorical figures of France, England, Sardinia and

The salute of the day was fired from a mimic 
representation of Malakoff tower which was 
erected on Rincon point. When the procession 
and the multitudes that assembled besides, 
amounting in all to eight or ten thousand, had 
arrived ut the *grounds on the east of the pavilion, 
seyeral national airs were played by the band, 
portions of the Te Deum chanted, and an address 
delivered in French by Abbe Blaise. After 
other musical ceremonics were performed, and 
ufter the pavilion had been thrown open to the 
visits of ladies, the company entered and took 
seats at the table about one o'clock. 

Unpleasant occurrences about two o'clock, 


had been so auspiciously begun, ended in dis- 
order. When a large cake, supposed to repre- 


-sent the Malakoff Tower, had been cut and, 


broken, some French English and Sardinian 
flags were hastily brought and placed over the 
ruins. Upon this some persons brought an Ame- 
rican flag and planted it by the side of the rest. 
This gave offence and led to a strife which end- 
ed in inextricable confusion, and finally, though 
without serious casualty, broke up the assembly. 
From all the statements published, we know of 
nothing to which to compare the scene, except- 
ing the tumult iu the temple of Diana at Ephe- 
sus, whey “ the assembly was confused,” and “all 
with one voice about the space of two hours 
cried out, ‘Great is Diana of the Ephesians.” 
At evening we visited the scene. Around the 
blackened and broken tables ou which crowds 
had stood, were scattered fragmetns of wasted vi- 
ands and broken crockery and bottles, a fit rep- 
resentation of a fallen city. The flags had been 
removed, ‘I'he beauty of the morning was gone,

Eaitorial Correspondence. 
Race Nov. 9, 1855. 

The stir and commotion within aad around 
the boat, awoke us at an early hour to the con- 
sciousness that the few days of sweet home en- 
joyments are’ numbered with an irrecoverable 
past, and we are away again for work and duty, 
and adventure, through weeks or months in the 
monutains. A feeling of indescribable, not 
deep, not overwhelming, yet genuine saduess, 
possesses the soul. Oh! how strong are those 
active principles of the haman heart which de- 
mand a home and the sweet sympathy and en- 
dearing intercourse of the family group. But 
earth is full of parting scenes. Work, actiou, 


duty call, and we arise and address ourselves to- 


the business of our vocation. Four day's delay 
in this City of the Plain, have given us some 
index of its great interior life. But it would re- 
quire a vivid pen to present even a tolerable de- 
scription of its crowded strecta, its throng- 
ed side walks, its active business establish- 
ments, its splendid structures, its literary, educa- 
tional, benevolent and religious institutions, its 
rapid increase in size ‘and wealth, and in- 
fluence, and every feature of greatness; its 
raised streets, above the reach of floods which 
have devastated it, its tire-proof buildings and 
uctive companies, and, as the basis of ail this 
prosperity, its intimate connection with every 
portion of the mining region of California; like 
aggreat heart pulsating life and vigor to the 
outmost extremities, along its mighty arteries of 
stage lines, teamsters’s highways, telegraph- 
wires, and noble rail-road, the roar of whose cars 
and far-sounding whistle already start one from 
his morning slumbers with a shock as though all 
New England, New York and Ohio, had been 
by magic, transferred to this waste. and sudden- 
ly set dowv around him. Remembering what it 
was, and seeing what it is, we rejoice in ail its 
improvements, as in those of all California; but 
especially in its moral and religious jinprovement.

The late meetings of ite - ‘Board have elicited 
universal interest and attention, On Wednes- 
day lust, the Committee on the examination of 
applicants for places us teachers, reported a list 
from which selections are recommended for the 
various departments. ‘Two members of the Com- 
mittee, Messrs. Ewer and Theller, also “reported 
favorably on the qualifications of the four Sisters 
of Charity, who have been conducting the Ward 
Schools on Powell street, and the Sisters of Cha- 


rity who have been conducting the Ward School | 


in the Orphan Asylum, on Markgt street."—Mr. 
Jaynes of the Committee, objected to the recep- 


tion of the report, aud also objected to the re- 


commitment of the report, unless the Board 
would add instructions to the Committee. His 
remarks, as reported by the Evening News, are 
us follows: 

This Board, said he, has required, by a resolu- 
tion, that public votice should be given of the 
time and place of holding the examinations, and 
the Committee had proceeded in accordance 
with that order, except in one instance, when a 
iudy who had been teaching in the ward schools, 
had been waited on at her residence, on account 
of illness, and her name had been submitted to 
the Bourd with that explanation. 

1 was asked to proceed to the private residence 
of the Sisters of Presentation, and the Sisters of 
Mercy, with the Committee, to ascertain their 
qualifications for teachers. 1 declined. 

First, Because it was contrary to the rules 
prescribed by the Board. 

Secondly, Because 1 deemed it discourtéous 
and unjust to the ladies who had met the Com- 
mittee. 

Thirdly, Because the obligation of monastic 
vows, given as a reason for these ladies not 
meeting the Committee, would equally disquality 
them for acting under the orders of the Board, if 
selected us teachers. I have, however, taken 
pains to satisfy myself of the correctness 
of the latter objection, by a visit: to the 
Sisters of Presentation and Sisters of Chari- 
ty, and Foam happy to say that their courteous 
treatment, and the intelligence evinced in the 
conversation of the Reverend Mother and Lady 
Superior, inspired me with respect for their char- 
acters and intelligence, and I doubt not, that if 
tested, there would be found among them valua- 
ble acquisitions, to the corps of teachers.

Une admirable feature of Marysv ille, is that 


its Council have passed, as we were informed, an 
admirable Sabbath law, by which no business in 
the mechanic's shop, or trading in -stores, no 
loading of teams, or noisy disturbance, 13 allow- 
ed on this day of hallowed rest. This is one of 
the most admirable and praiseworthy features of 
this fine, growing, prosperous city. The young 
men, those principally who are engaged in mer- 
cantile pursuits, have established an excellent 
reading-room and small library, where are receiv- 
ed by every mail, a number of the most ably 
conducted newspapers and periodicals from all 
parts of the Union and the Canadas.

Rev. Dr. Wayland, on retiring from the 
presideacy of Brown University, made an 
address, in which he indicated the princi- 
ples by which he had been guided, and to 
which he traced, under God, all his success.
